a He denies injunction petition requested 
by Boyne Valley Township against city 


In a hearing at the Charlevoix 
County Circuit Court last Wednesday, 
Judge Richard M. Pajtas denied a pe- 
tition filed by Boyne Valley Township 
requesting an injunction against the 
City of Boyne City. 

The request was filed in the inter- 
est of preventing further city devel- 
opment at the site of Phase II of the 
Boyne City Air Industrial Park, pend- 
ing examination of the legality of the 
city’s recent unilateral annexation of 
that property from the township. 

Accotding to attorney Jim 
Bauckham, representing Boyne Val- 
ley Township, at the time the docu- 
ments requesting the injunction were 
filed, the city had not rezoned the 
property in question for industrial 
development. 

The City of Boyne City recently 
annexed 116 acres of property, which 
includes the land occupied by Phase 


_ If of the industrial park. According 


to the statute regarding this type of 


annexation, the land would either re- 
main under township zoning for two 
years after annexation, or until the city 
re-zones the property. 

By the time of the hearing, the city 
had rezoned the property. Accord- 
ingly, Bauckham said, “there’s less of 
a need [for an injunction], although 
we are still concerned things are go- 
ing on there that might not be accept- 
able” in the event that the land is re- 
turned to Boyne Valley Township's 


jurisdiction. 


Another reason Bauckham be- 
lieves is responsible for the denial of 
the injunction is the fact that a hear- 
ing has been set for Jan. 5 to enter- 
tain a motion for summary disposi- 
tion, filed by attorney James Murray. 
representing the City of Boyne City. 

According to Murray, the town- 
ship sought the injunction citing ir- 
reparable injury if development were

EJ condos receive 
zoning variances 


The East Jordan Zoning Board of 
Appeals recently approved variance 
requests presented by Alexander 
Bogaert Associates for a 27-unit 
condominim development, to be situ- 
ated on Lake Charlevoix’s South 
Arm, between the city’s tourist park 
and Smuggler’s Cove. 

Variances granted include 182 foot 
building length variance, 15 foot 
building width variance, 4.5 foot 
building height variance, and three 
fewer parking spaces than required by 
zoning. 

The development received pre- 
liminary approval by the East Jordan 
Planning Commission on Nov. 27, 
contingent on the requested variances. 
Now that the zoning board has ap- 
proved the variances, the project will 
go before the planning commission 
on Thursday, Dec. 14, for final ap- 
proval. 

The zoning board received 12 let- 


, 


ters in opposition to the development 
as presented. One letter, signed by 
Robert and Dorothy Halvorsen, own- 
ers of a unit in the adjacent Smuggler’s 
Cove Condominium complex, cite 
dissatisfaction with what they call 
“high density” in regard to the num- 
ber of units, the height of the struc- 
ture, and concern over “crowded and 
noisy lake conditions that could re- 
sult from such a development.” 

Another letter, from Lloyd and Pat 
Schloop of East Jordan, states that 
they “would oppose any variance on 
this property. It is too narrow a par- 
cel from road to lake for stich a de- 
velopment.” 

According to the site plan, the 
building would occupy only .27 acres 
of the 2.02 acres encompassed by the 


property, for 13.6 percent area of 


building coverage.

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Snowmobile trail 
connecting BC 


and EJ put on hold 


It looks like the dream of a snow- 
mobile trail connecting Boyne City 
and East Jordan may have to remain 
a dream for another year. 

The project, which has been an 
ongoing cause for some local 
snowmobilers, will be on hold for the 
season. 

The task was first taken on by-in- 
terested parties in Boyne City. But, 
since they weren’t as familiar with the 
East Jordan end of the trail, East Jor- 
dan Snowmobile Club vice-president 
Gerry Argestsinger took up the cause 
last year. “I know this area,” he said, 
figuring he could establish the trail 
from the clubhouse on Mt. Bliss Road 
“and get it halfway to Boyne City.” 

This year, though, Argetsinger has 
had to put the project on hold, in the 
interest of keeping up with other club 
activities, including signing trails. 
And though others have expressed 
interest in helping out, no one has 
taken over the reins as of yet. 

The route, which woutd entail ap- 
proximately 10 to 11 miles of trail, is 
established out to over three miles 
from the East Jordan Snowmobilers 
Clubhouse. 

The work in establishing a trail 
essentially involves getting permis- 


sion from private property owners 
along the route to establish an ease- 
ment to allow the trail.through. The 
process can be an arduous one. 

“A lot are downstate landowners,” 
said Argetsinger. “It takes a long time 
to convince them, and then to get the 
paperwork back.” Another problem 


_ trail-blazers have encountered, said 


Argetsinger, is property division. For 
example, if a farmer that has granted 
an easement owns 40 acres of land 
along the trail, and then sells off the 
land in 10 acre parcels, permission 
has to be sought from the new land- 
owners. 

The biggest concern for landown- 
ers, he said, is liability. But, he said, 
once a trail is established with the 
DNR's approval, it is covered for up 
to $1 million in liability insurance for 
snowmobiler’s traveling that trail. 

Some landowners are concerned 
about damage, but, said Argetsinger, 
incidents of that nature are rare. And 
noise is an issue those establishing 
trails are sensitive to, taking care to 
place the trail far enough away from 
housing so as to not be disruptive to 
residents. Anyone interested in work- 
ing on the trail can call Argetsinger 
at 582-7970.

to continue. 
“T believe (the judge] found n no ir- 
reparable injury.” 

“I’m not sure what the basis of 
their complaint is,’ Murray said of the 
lawsuit. “It’s unsupported by any evi- 
deng¢e.” 

Boyne Valley Township originally 
filed the suit against the City of Boyne 
City last month, contending that the 
legal requirements for annexation of 
the property have not been met. 

“There are some factual issues,” 
said Bauckham, “‘but it’s basically a 
legal issues.” 

Bauckham said that the township 
maintains the annexation does not 
meet legal requirements ‘‘on the ba- 
sis of a lack of contiguity and lack of 
ownership.” 

In the case that the suit does go to 
trial, Murray intends to argue that the 
property does meet the requirements 
for legal annexation. Three criteria 
must be met for annexation by city 
resolution, which are ownership, con- 
uguity, and vacancy, and, according 
to Murray, the property satisfies all 
three.

_ For the’second time in its | 0-year 
history, Boyne Area Hockey has es- 
tablished an all-girls team for com- 
petitive play. 

With eight girls on skates already, 
the team is pulling together and learn- 
ing the ropes. 

Assistant coach Carey Rouleau 
knows exactly where these girls are 
coming from. Rouleau was a mem- 
ber of the first girls team established 
in Boyne,.in the late 90s, 

“We played here for a year or 
two,” she said, but with few teams to 
play against, they left for Gaylord to 
play indoors. ~ 

When the team’s head coach, 
Steve Anderson, approached Rouleau 
about giving a girl’s team another go, 
Rouleau was quick to sign on to help. 

“[Steve said] he needed someone 
closer to their age who could relate 
to the girls,” said Rouleau, and with 
her experience, she fit the bill. 

“I definitely wanted to have a 
woman assistant to be in the locker 
room,” laughed Anderson. “It’s nice 
having Carey.” 

Team members are age 15 and 
under, which makes sense to Rouleau 


in that “there’s not a winter sport for 


girls until they get into high school.” 
And, starting off playing on the boys’ 
teams is fine for learning, she said, 
but eventually, the boys get too big 
and strong for most girls to remain 


competitive with. : 

Anderson can see perhaps adding 
a 19 and under team in the future, to 
accommodate the current players as 
they get older, but with players from 
fifth to eighth grade right now, “we 
have a couple more years” before 
they’ ll need to worry about that. 

For most of the girls on the team, 
this is their first year of playing, 
though a core group of three or four 
girls have been playing for a few 
years. Some of the girls watched their 
older brothers play, and were excited 
to have a chance for a team of their 
own. 

At this stage of the game, inexpe- 
rience is not really an issue for the 
coaches. Anderson, Rouleau, and 
another assistant coach, Jane 
Zimmerman, are concentrating more 
on helping the team gain experience 
and learn skills. 

“They play really well as a team,” 
said Rouleau. “I’m proud of them. 


With their smal} numbers, they’re - 


able to take on a full team.” 

And being small and inexperi- 
enced hasn’t hurt too much so far. At 
a recent tournament in Mackinaw, the 
team played, and beat, a 19 and un- 
der team. 

“That’s like the jv boys beating a 
varsity football team,” said Anderson, 
“which never happens.”

Community support hasn’t been 
overwhelming yet, but the small 
group that’s participated has been 
very supportive. 

“We haven’t gotten a lot of sup- 
port,” said Rouleau. “At the games 
there are always empty stands.” But, 
she added, this is just the first year, 
and it will likely take time for the team 
to catch on. 

“T think a lot of it is [that hockey 
is] really considered a boys’ sport,” 
said Anderson.
